TROUBLE-HIT PUB 
TO STAY CLOSED 


A TROUBLE-hit pub which was temporarily closed 
down after police claimed it had been taken over by 
a gang will stay shut. Senior officers said the Star & 
Garter had become a ‘no-go zone’ due to drugs and 
weapons on the premises. 

The pub in West Bromwich town centre was initially closed 
for a 30-day period after having its licence suspended in August. 
But Sandwell Council has confirmed it has not received a request 


for it to re-open and it is un¬ 
derstood there no are plans to 
bring it back. 

West Midlands Police took action 
over the High Street venue following a 
number of high-profile incidents. The 
force said it was concerned someone 
could be seriously hurt or killed. 

Officers had pushed for its licence 
to be revoked but councillors decided 
to suspend it instead. The pub has re¬ 
mained closed ever since. 

Threatened 

A running knife battle in the town 
centre and another incident when a 
group of men were threatened with a 
gun were both said to have been linked 
to the pub. 

West Bromwich councillor Bawa 
Dhallu said its closure could be the 
best outcome for the town. He said: 
“We don’t want that sort of thing in 
West Bromwich town centre and if the 
police are happy with it then so am I. 

“It’s a thriving town centre and we 
want people to come and live here and 
use the shops. They don’t want to see 
things like that.”

means another pub has disappeared 
from the Black Country. But Coun¬ 
cillor Dhallu said the venue was no 
longer somewhere families could enjoy 
a drink. 

He said: “I would rather lose the 
pub than have all that trouble. That’s 
my feeling.” 

Councillor Peter Allen, head of the 
council’s licensing committee, said: 
“The last I heard, it was staying shut 
and was potentially looking to be de¬ 
molished as it is in a prime location for 
development. 

“The police are pleased that’s the 
outcome. It was not necessarily how it 
was being run but all the bad stuff that 
was going on around the pub. 

“The gang association would have 
got worse rather than better because 
that’s what has happened in other 
places.” 

At the hearing in August, pub own¬ 
ers PH UK Properties said manage¬ 
ment had been removed. 

No one was available to comment on 
the latest development.

RUBBISH 

£400 on-the-spot 
fine for dumping 

COUNCIL chiefs in Sandwell are ex¬ 
pected to introduce on-the-spot fines 
of up to £400 as part of a crackdown 
on fly-tipping. 

Bosses were yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) recommended to rubber-stamp 
plans to make the dumping of small- 
scale rubbish punishable with a fixed 
penalty notice. 

They said this would act as ‘a deter¬ 
rent’ and mean that less council cash 
is spent on having to drag fly-tippers 
through the court system.

Cannabis found as 
house blaze tackled 

A CANNABIS factory was discovered at an 
Oldbury house after the emergency ser¬ 
vices were called to a fire at the property. 

The 120 plants were discovered when 
firefighters arrived at the address on Hag- 
ley Road West in the early hours of Tues¬ 
day. 

A West Midlands Fire Service spokes¬ 
man said: “We were called at 4.26am to 
the residential dwelling on Hagley Road 
West. There was fire damage to 15 per 
cent of the first floor, and 100 per cent 
smoke damage to the property.

TOM Watson has hailed a ‘unique 
and creative’ independent school 
that has opened in Sandwell. 

Sandwell Valley School in West 
Bromwich has officially opened its 
doors under independent status, 
having previously operated on a 
part-time basis. 

The school on Birmingham Road 
has been supported by property 
giants Bond Wolfe and offers edu¬ 
cation, training programmes and 
apprenticeships for 13-18-year-olds. 

Labour’s deputy leader and West 
Bromwich East MP Mr Watson, 
said: “This is a unique and creative 
education provision that is loosely 
described as alternative education. 

“It would not have happened 


without the philanthropy of Bond 
Wolfe chairman Paul Bassi. We 
should be very proud that he sup¬ 
ports the hardest to reach students 
in Sandwell.” 

Bond Wolfe spent £250,000 to 
get the school up and running. Mr 
Bassi said he hoped to see the school 
model replicated in other areas of 
the Black Country. 

“I’d like to see it rolled out far and 
wide,” he said. “This school proves 
that it does not take vast sums of 
money to create something that is 
of real benefit to the community. 

“We are a business with share¬ 
holders, employees and customers, 
but we also have a duty to our com¬ 
munity. At Sandwell Valley School 


we can help to give people the best 
start in life.” 

The school currently has 170 pu¬ 
pils in total, including around 100 
on apprenticeships. It specialises in 
small class sizes, allowing students 
to benefit from working with teach¬ 
ers on a one-to-one basis. 

It initially opened in 2010, provid¬ 
ing part-time education to children 
who were missing in education. 
Principal Mim Hall said: “A lot of 
our students have been away from 
any sort of education. By offering 
them a range of opportunities, in¬ 
cluding GCSEs, apprenticeships 
and other bespoke programmes, we 
can help them to achieve their po¬ 
tential.” 


Mother is burned in 
garden rocket blast

A FATHER has described the 
terrifying moment when a 
firework shot off towards his 
family and burned his wife 
as she tried to protect them. 

An ambulance had to be called 
after the firework exploded in the 
hands of 27-year-old Aimee Rho¬ 
den, who is having ongoing hos¬ 
pital treatment for the burns she 
sustained. 

Deciding to have their own display 
in their garden on Johnson Road in 
Darlaston on November 4, Aimee’s 
husband Tony set off some fireworks 
he had bought earlier in Tipton, to 
the initial delight of their youngsters, 
six-year-old Layla and three-year-old 
Logan. 

Mr Rhoden, 30, said: “I followed all 
the instructions on the rockets and lit 
them facing away from my family. 

“As soon as I lit them I noticed 
there was something wrong so I 
called to my wife to try and get the 
children and herself into the house, 
but there wasn’t enough time. 

Bounced 

“The rocket began spinning around 
in the tube provided, then took off 
at flight for about three-foot, then 
turned 90 degrees at us. 

“It hew down the garden and hit 
the patio door, then bounced off Lay¬ 
la’s leg and landed next to the chil¬ 
dren. 

“My wife bravely put herself in 
danger and picked the rocket up. 

“She then ran to throw it away 
from us, but as she tried to throw it, 
it exploded in her hand and then shot 
all over my disabled son. 

“It looked like he was on fire. 

“He didn’t have a mark on him 
luckily, but he was extremely fright¬ 
ened by it all.” 

However, it was clear that Mrs 
Rhoden has suffered a nasty burn to 
her hand, with the skin splitting open 


and bleeding on her hand and further 
lacerations around her fingers. As 
well as this injury an inch-long piece 
of plastic casing from the firework 
also shot through her boot, leaving it 
lodged in the top of her foot. 

She was taken to Walsall Manor 
Hospital via ambulance, and has 
been returning for follow-up appoint¬ 
ments. 


As well as the ongoing pain, the 
injuries she sustained are affecting 
her ability to work as a housekeeping 
supervisor. 

Meanwhile Mr Rhoden who works 
as a DJ and photographer as well as 
for DHL, wants to warn others about 
the dangers of buying fireworks to 
use at home instead of choosing to 
enjoy a public display. 


He also wants to highlight the 
bravery of his wife. “At the hospital 
all the staff praised her, calling her 
super-mom,” he added. 

“I am so grateful for her bravery 
- the situation could have been a lot 
worse.” 

West Midlands Fire Service also is¬ 
sued advice about handling fireworks 
safely. 


Unpaid £3.82 
shop bill led 
to brawling 
in the street 

A DISPUTE over a £3.82 bill escalated 
into a street brawl involving bats and 
sticks, a court heard. 

Anthony Foster, aged 39, saw red 
when he tried to buy chocolate but the 
boss of Bilston Road Supermarket, in 
Wednesbury, Naseer Iqbal, told him his 
partner owed cash. 

A scuffle in the store led to sweet 
stands knocked over and confectionery 
strewn across the floor. 

Mr Iqbal grabbed a hockey stick from 
behind the counter, while Foster rushed 
home to pick up a bat, returning to 
smash up the shop boss’s van, said Ms 
Joanne Barer, prosecuting at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

Foster wore a protective mask cover¬ 
ing after suffering 90 per cent burns due 
to an explosion in 2010. 

Ms Barker added: “As far as this de¬ 
fendant is concerned, he admitted going 
into the shop, but said Mr Iqbal tried to 
attack him and he was acting in self de¬ 
fence.” 

Foster, of Bilston Road, Wednesbury, 
pleaded guilty to criminal damage and a 
Section 4 public order offence. Defence 
barrister Mr Lee Masters said: “His 
family and Mr Iqbal had got on very well 
before this incident. It actually started 
because his partner was given credit for 
£3.82 and hadn’t paid it off.” 

Foster was given a two-month sen¬ 
tence, suspended for 18 months, ordered 
to carry out a 20-day rehabilitation ac¬ 
tivity requirement and to pay £305 in 
fines. He must also stay away from Mr 
Iqbal and his shop for two years. 

Estate work to 
bring 300 jobs 

MORE than 300 jobs are expected to 
be created through the multi-million 
pound regeneration of an industrial es¬ 
tate in Smethwick. 

Plans have been lodged with Sandwell 
Council for the Parkrose Industrial Es¬ 
tate off Middlemore Road. The estate 
has been bought by Mint Property De¬ 
velopments Ltd who intend to create 26 
new units for either general industrial 
use or storage and distribution. 

Mint Property Developments Ltd say 
they have already reached an agreement 
with Loxam Ltd, who supply access 
equipment, to build a ‘bespoke’ unit, 
which would accommodate their West 
Midlands operation. 

Councillor Preet Gill said: “It’s great 
that this would bring more jobs to 
Smethwick and to our ward.”

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Timeshare 
fraudster 
has appeal 
thrown out 

A MAN jailed for his part in a ‘cynical 
and ruthless’ timeshare scam had his 
appeal against sentence thrown out 
by top judges. 

Shivjit Singh Bagharian, 31, of St 
Albans Road, Smethwick, was one of 
10 criminals sentenced for their roles 
in the £lmillion fraud. 

They had targeted elderly and vul¬ 
nerable timeshare owners, conning 
them into handing over thousands of 
pounds. Bagharian admitted conspir¬ 
acy to defraud and was jailed for seven 
years and two months at Birmingham 
Crown Court in January. 

At an appeal last week, top judges 
led by the Lord Chief Justice Lord 
Thomas said the prison term was jus¬ 
tified. Mr Justice Fraser, giving judg¬ 
ment on behalf of Lord Thomas and 
Mr Justice Wilkie, said the gang had 
deliberately targeted very vulnerable 
victims. 

They cold-called timeshare owners, 
offering to provide a legitimate service 
to help them sell their properties. 

Modest fees were requested, but the 
fraudsters asked for more and more. 

They claimed money was needed 
for legal fees and taxes, pressuring 
and intimidating victims into parting 
with their cash. 

All the victims were elderly, some 
recently bereaved, and all vulnera¬ 
ble, said Mr Justice Fraser. Some lost 
their entire life savings to the ‘lucra¬ 
tive’ fraud, which pocketed the gang 
over £lm between 2011 and 2013. 

The judge rejected Bagharian’s 
claim that he had been too harshly 
punished. 

City west Brom 
branch on move 

THE West Bromwich Building Soci¬ 
ety has agreed a deal to relocate its 
branch in Birmingham city centre 
from Colmore Row to New Street. 

The West Brom is in the process of 
refurbishing the new site and plans to 
begin trading there from November 
29. It has operated from Colmore Row 
for a quarter of a century. 

Director of marketing and distri¬ 
bution James Wright said: “We think 
our new branch on New Street will 
offer customers greater convenience, 
particularly given its proximity to 
Grand Central and the recently ex¬ 
tended Midland Metro line. 

“It also gives us the opportunity to 
bring our Birmingham branch fully in 
line with the society’s updated brand 
identity.” 

Honour is given 
for partnership 

SANDWELL Police and Council have 
been handed a Public Protection Unit 
Working in Partnership Award. 

It was awarded by West Midlands 
Police for building stronger links to 
help families hurt by domestic abuse.

Father-of-three Graham Hickman 
remains in a critical condition in hos¬ 
pital after being struck by a vehicle in 
Birmingham Road just after 7.40pm 
on Sunday, October 30. 

The 52-year-old, who was riding a 
Harley Davidson bike, suffered seri¬ 
ous head and leg injuries and officers 
are particularly keen to hear from 
witnesses who saw a dark coloured 
convertible in the area.

A statement from Mr Hickman’s 
family said: “Graham is a loving hus¬ 
band and father to three daughters. 
He is a hard working engineer, sup¬ 
portive and loyal to many friends - he 
is a good, honest man. We are under¬ 
standably shocked and devastated by 
what has happened. We urge anyone 
who may possibly have seen or heard 
anything around the time the incident 
occurred, or who may have other in¬ 
formation - no matter how small - to 
come forward as soon as possible.” 

Pc Damian Gibson, from the re¬ 
gional collision investigation unit, 


added: “I would like to appeal to any¬ 
one who saw a dark coloured convert¬ 
ible car with its roof down. 

“We believe that this car is local 
to the area and may have crucial in¬ 
formation; so I would urge the driver 
or anybody who saw the vehicle to 
contact police. If anyone in the local 
community has any information relat¬ 
ing to this collision - however insig¬ 
nificant they feel it may be - I would 
like to hear from them.” Anyone with 
information can call the unit on 101 
quoting CIU203/16 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 


Ofsted rules troubled 
academy still failing 


A TROUBLED academy is still fail¬ 
ing pupils two years after being put 
into special measures, Ofsted has 
ruled. 

The education body has continued to rate 
Ace Academy in Tipton, which was placed in 
special measures in 2014, as inadequate. 

Inspectors said teaching was weak and dis¬ 
ruption in classrooms rife. 

The school on Alexandra Road has almost 
1,400 pupils and appears to be no closer to 
leaving special measures. It has suffered fresh 
upheaval in recent months with the departure 
of headteacher Robin Grover and a subsequent 
overhaul in staff. 

Ofsted said it continued to be concerned by 
what it had seen at the Ace Academy and said 
leaders were ‘not taking effective action to¬ 
wards the removal of special measures’. 

The academy is part of the University of Wol¬ 
verhampton’s Education Central Multi-Acad¬ 
emy Trust and counts Sir Geoff Hampton, who 
has been credited with turning around a num¬ 
ber of failing schools, among its governors. 

Around 15 teachers left at the end of the 
summer term and there are still teaching va¬ 
cancies in English, maths and science. 

The watchdog said no newly-qualified teach¬ 
ers should be taken on as it was not confident 
they would be provided with adequate support. 

Stability 

In its inspection report, the education reg¬ 
ulator said the loss of so many teachers had 
rocked the stability the school had been able to 
build up and ‘early signs of improvement’ had 
‘not been sustained’. 

Some pupils were said to be struggling fol¬ 
lowing a decision to reduce the amount of 
classes in each year group. Assessments of pu¬ 
pils’ ability in English was described as ‘woe¬ 
fully inaccurate’. 

The latest report said: “Pupils’ needs are not 
being well met, especially those with low ability 
and some who have special educational needs 
and/or disabilities. These pupils do not receive 
enough support in their lessons to help them to 
make the same progress as others.” 

Inspectors said teachers were not challeng¬ 
ing disruptive behaviour in class and witnessed 
them being allowed to get away with using ‘in¬ 
appropriate’ language. Bullying was also said 
to be a problem. 

Executive head Gary Hill is hoping to drive 
up standards by striking a deal with Streetly 
Academy in Walsall, rated outstanding.

Death came after pork 
scratching got lodged

A MAN from Tipton died after 
choking on a pork scratching, 
just three weeks after getting the 
all-clear from lung cancer, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

James Bell, known as Jim to his family 
and friends, collapsed after going shopping 
in Dudley, on October 26. 

Black Country Coroner’s Court in Old¬ 
bury heard how a piece of food had become 
lodged in Mr Bell’s windpipe. This was be¬ 
lieved to be one of the pork scratchings he 
had just bought from a butchers shop. 

It caused the 75-year-old former chef to 
collapse near the Cousins furniture store, 
and hit his head. Paramedics attended and 
found him in cardiac arrest. He was taken 
to Russells Hall Hospital, but subsequently 
died. Senior coroner’s officer Stephen Bins- 
ley said: “CCTV from the scene was looked 
at by police. He is seen grabbing his chest, 
falling and unfortunately banging his 
head.” 

Hospital 

He continued: “There was an occlusion 
in the airway and they had to use some for¬ 
ceps to remove it. He also suffered from a 
head injury from the fall.” 

The coroner heard that Mr Bell had gone 
out shopping while his wife was busy doing 
housework, including a trip to the butchers. 

He left their home on Monins Avenue at 
around 10am, but when he hadn’t arrived 
back more than three hours later she called 
101 to report him missing. Paramedics had 
attended at around 11.30am. 

A post-mortem identified that Mr Bell 
died of a respirative obstruction by food. 
Coroner Mr Zafar Siddique concluded it 
was an accidental death. Mr Siddique said: 
“On the balance of probabilities he has 
eaten some pork scratchings and choked 
on the food.” 

Paying tribute to her husband, Alwyn 
Bell said: “He was the most easy-going 
bloke you could wish to meet. He was liked 
by everyone. A smashing guy.” 

The couple had been married for 53 
years, having first met at a rock ‘n’ roll 
dance when they were both in the RAF. 
They wed at St Boniface Church in Quin¬ 
ton, and had two sons, two grandchildren, 
and one great-grandchild. 

Mrs Bell said: “He was given the all clear 
he had beaten the cancer. We sat everyone 
down and told them, and I had never seen 
him cry before but he cried. We were look¬ 
ing forward to Christmas.”

A TALENTED young taekwondo practitioner who 
has cerebral palsy has kicked down barriers to 
achieve her black belt. 

Hattie Mason, aged 10, has earned her first dan 
black belt in the sport she took up at the age of just 
three. The Willenhall youngster, who attends Oak- 
meadow Primary School, competes with leg splints 
and requires physiotherapy and occupational therapy 
to keep her moving. 

And the martial art is very much a family affair for 
Hattie as she goes to Tipton and Wednesbury Tigers 
Taekwondo Club with her father Craig, mother Lisa 
and brother George, 15. 

Craig, an instructor at the club having achieved 
his second dan black belt, said: “We’re very proud of 
her. It’s taken her a little bit longer, but where a lot 
of children would have given up, she’s kept on going 
and achieved her black belt. Given her condition, it 
makes it even more of an achievement. She’s done 
amazingly well. 

“She just loves taekwondo, she trains really hard. 

“She’s training four times a week at the moment, 


and in the school holidays she’s training five days a 
week. She can do press ups, sit ups, pretty much an¬ 
ything really. She practices hard and really pushes 
herself,” he said. 

Hattie has achieved beyond her father’s wildest 
expectations, and he remembers how the family felt 
when they found out about her condition. 

He said: “It was devastating when we found out. 
She had a stroke inside the womb before she was 
born, so it affects the one side of her body. It was a 
real shock.” 

Craig said: “Her brother started going along and I 
saw all these powerful high kicks he was doing and 
thought, I fancy a bit of that, so I started going along 
as well. 

“We started taking her along when she was about 
three and she’s been hooked ever since. My wife 
comes with us too.” 

He added: “She competes against everyone. She 
competed in the World Championships in Coventry 
in 2013, which was a really good experience for her. 
She amazes us every day.” 


New smart 
cameras 
catch 4,000 
M6 drivers 

ALMOST 4,000 motorists were 
caught speeding along the M6 by 
cameras using new ‘smart motorway’ 
technology. 

The figures show that 3,916 speed¬ 
ing fines were issued over the 2014/15 
financial year and almost £200,000 in 
fines were dished out on the five-mile 
stretch of road between junction eight 
and 10a. Wolverhampton councillor 
Steve Evans said those motorists who 
speed through the zone risked the 
fines, adding ‘that’s the law’. 

The cabinet member for city envi¬ 
ronment said: “There was a parlia¬ 
mentary review which showed the 
existing places where they have these 
systems in place work very well. 

“When they are implemented in a 
safe way, using the laybys for break¬ 
downs, there is no issue for me. Speed 
limits are speed limits.” 

Walsall councillor Lee Jevons, port¬ 
folio holder for transport at Walsall 
Council, said: “Highways England 
and our engineers are working to¬ 
gether to reduce congestion along this 
route by carrying out major improve¬ 
ments to junction 10 of the M6. 

“The £64.5 million project will see 
new, widened bridges being built over 
the motorway, improvements to the 
motorway slip roads, installation of 
intelligent traffic signals, widening 
and modernisation of the nearby 
Bloxwich Lane junction and modifi¬ 
cation to the Black Country Route.” 

During the same 2014/15 period, 
more than 50,000 fixed penalties were 
issued across the UK, compared to 
2,023 in the same period in 2010/11. 

Delays follow 
blaze at yard 

PASSENGERS faced delays after a 
fire that started in a yard in Coseley 
spread to the railway embankment. 

The fire took place at around 
10.49am on Sunday November 6, in 
the yard of a commercial property on 
Bayer Street. The fire quickly spread 
to the nearby railway line, causing 
trains to travel at a reduced speed be¬ 
tween Coseley and Tipton. 

West Midlands Fire Service send 
one appliance and three firefighters to 
the blaze, which was put out just after 
noon. No-one was hurt in the fire and 
normal service resumed on the line 
shortly after the fire service left 

Meanwhile, Midland Metro users 
faced delays to and from Birmingham 
as a car got stuck on the line. 

The car became trapped on the line 
at Snow Hill Metro Station at around 
10.15am on Sunday and it took three 
hours to remove. 

The car had travelled around 100 
metres down the line and trams trav¬ 
elling to and from Birmingham had to 
terminate at St Paul’s while the crews 
were at work to clear it. 

West Midlands Fire Service con¬ 
firmed that they were called by Brit¬ 
ish Transport Police to help remove 
the car, which was wedged along the 
line. 
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Passengers 
at airport 
top million 
for month 

BIRMINGHAM Airport has seen over 
a million passengers pass through its 
terminal for another month. 

October was its 20th consecutive 
month of record-breaking growth. 

In total 1,074,242 passengers were 
recorded travelling through the air¬ 
port, up by 16.7 per cent on the same 
month last year - equivalent to more 
than 154,000 extra passengers. 

Short haul saw the most significant 
passenger growth rates for the month 
up by 16.8 per cent year-on-year com¬ 
pared to long haul which increased by 
14.4 per cent. This is due to a large 
percentage of the month’s travellers 
being those going on business trips 
and half term breaks. 

Paul Kehoe, chief executive at Bir¬ 
mingham Airport, said: “It’s great to 
see that we have gone through the 
autumn season and are entering the 
busy winter season still delivering 
month-on-month passenger records.” 

Scheduled traffic accounted for 
more than 91 per cent of the total pas¬ 
senger volume for October and saw a 
22.3 per cent growth rate compared 
to the same month last year. Charter 
traffic accounted for the other nine 
per cent. 

Caribbean, European and Middle 
Eastern destinations saw the greatest 
increase in passengers compared to 
the same month last year. 

Scheduled destinations with signif¬ 
icant year-on-year passenger growth 
were Madrid, an increase of 323.5 per 
cent; Heraklion, 135.5 per cent; Gran 
Canaria, 86.3 per cent and Palma de 
Mallorca, 80.9 per cent. 

Collective will 
take on show

from Birmingham to Liverpool next 
year, it has been announced. After 27 
years at the NEC, the event will be 
rebranded as British Style Collective 
presented by The Clothes Show. 

The final Midland Clothes Show 
will take place between December 2 
and 6. Kathryn James, managing di¬ 
rector of conventions and exhibitions 
at the NEC, said: “We are proud to 
have contributed to the success of The 
Clothes Show and to have hosted such 
a significant event in popular culture 
over the last 27 years. 

“As one of the flagship events of the 
73 public shows we host annually, we 
will be working with Haymarket to 
ensure December’s The Clothes Show 
is a resounding success.”

TWO Birmingham men who were 
stopped at Dover trying to travel to 
Syria to engage in terrorism have 
both been jailed. 

Anas Abdalla was found guilty at 
the Old Bailey in London on Octo¬ 
ber 13 following an almost-six-week 
trial. A second man, Gabriel Rasmus, 
pleaded guilty to the charges at an 
earlier hearing. Abdalla was sen¬ 
tenced to five years and Rasmus four 
years and three months in prison. 

The court heard how Rasmus, aged 
29, from Chain Walk, Lozells and Ab¬ 
dalla, 26, of Fox Hollies Road, Acocks 


Green planned their travel to Syria in 
a bid to join Islamist rebel forces. 

An extensive surveillance and un¬ 
dercover operation provided vital in¬ 
formation on their plans. 

The two were arrested at 7.45am on 
April 3 last year at the Port of Dover 
in Kent; a third man - Mahamuud 
Diini - was arrested and charged but 
was found not guilty earlier this year. 

Their meticulous plans for travel 
were shown by several purchases of 
outdoor equipment by Rasmus, in the 
form of walking boots, night scope 
telescope, a compass, head torch, a 


route planner, vitamins and a ther¬ 
mal drink flask. 

They had travelled to London in a 
taxi, meeting up with a lorry driver 
in a lay-by before hiding in the back 
of the lorry in an attempt to smuggle 
themselves out of the country. 

Their plan was foiled when detec¬ 
tives instructed ports officers to check 
the lorry. They were found lying on 
the floor dressed in winter coats and 
each had a rucksack. Searches at 
their homes also revealed extremist 
ideological material on computers 
and USBs. 



Drivers caught in bus 
zone to face £90 fines 


DRIVERS who cut through a bus 
zone in West Bromwich town cen¬ 
tre will face fines of up to £90 from 
next week. 

Council bosses are aiming to clamp 
down on the thousands of drivers who 
have been routinely flouting the rules in 
New Street by using the stretch as a short 
cut. 

And they have been warned that from Mon¬ 
day, they will be hit in the pocket if they drive 
through the pedestrianised bus zone. 

CCTV cameras have been put up and will be 
switched on. 

Up to 3,000 motorists have been ignoring the 
warnings in the zone, which runs past Sandwell 
College’s Central Sixth Form campus, off High 
Street, forcing highways bosses to take action. 

Now anyone who is caught will be sent a £60 
fine. 

If paid within 14 days, the fine will reduce 
to £30. 

After 14 days it is £60 and if it has still not 
been paid within 28 days it will rise to £90. 

Determined 

Bosses at Sandwell Council said cameras 
were the last resort but that they were deter¬ 
mined to make New Street safer by putting a 
stop to drivers breaking the rules 

Buses have also been held up by the stream 
of cars passing through the zone. 

Only buses, Hackney carriage taxis and cy¬ 
clists will be allowed to pass through when the 
cameras go live. 

Chiefs are hopeful the threat of a fine will 
have the desired effect like it has in other 
areas, such as Wolverhampton, where bus lane 
cameras around the city centre have proved 
successful in stopping drivers taking the law 
into their own hands. 

The proposals were backed by councillors 
earlier this year. 

The council’s highways boss Councillor 
David Hosell said: “We want to improve safety 
and access for pedestrians, including shoppers, 
visitors and sixth formers, who currently face 
high volumes of traffic when crossing this road. 

“We also want to cut congestion and delays 
to bus services at the bus station. 

“CCTV enforcement is the last option and 
one which will help keep the town square area 
safe for pedestrians, cyclists and bus users and 
reduce congestion affecting the buses.”

HE was the Mini-mad boy who had 
saved hundreds of pounds to fix up 
his very own classic car with his 
father ready for the day he passed 
his test. 

But tragically, Joshua Rowlinson, from 
Walsall, had his life cut short at the age 
of 14 after suffering from a suspected 
epileptic fit which brought on a heart at¬ 
tack. 

His devastated parents step-father Adam 
Smith, aged 38, and mother Becki Shone, 32, 
turned the Shelfield Academy pupil’s funeral 
into a celebration of his short but bright life. 

Dozens of Minis featured in last Thursday’s 
procession to Sandwell Valley Crematorium, 
with drivers hailing from all over the coun¬ 
try answering a social media appeal to make 
the occasion extra special. “I don’t know why, 
maybe he got it from me or his grandad but 
Joshua loved the classic Mini,” said Mr Smith. 

Saved 

“He used to help me fix our car and had 
saved £1,700 towards his own Mini. He just 
saved pocket money and some Christmases 
didn’t ask for presents he just wanted money 
towards it. He wanted me and him to work on 
it together so on the day he passed his test he 
could drive it. It was something he wanted to 
pass on down through the family.” 

The doting step-father said Joshua had a 
huge personality and character despite having 
to overcome Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD) and other underlying behav¬ 
ioural symptoms, which held him back from 
prospective careers in The Army and the Royal 
Air Force. 

The father-of-three, whose other two chil¬ 
dren are daughters Amelia, aged 12, and Lily- 
Mae, aged two, had been Joshua’s carer as well 
and said their relationship had been incredibly 
close. “He wasn’t just my son he was my best 
mate. We did absolutely everything together. 
He was like my little shadow.” 

What adds to the pain of losing Joshua is 
that there are still question marks over why 


he died. It was only in August this year when 
he had his first ever fit while the family were 
on holiday at Camber Sands in East Sussex. 
Doctors at Conquest Hospital in Hastings said 
it was not necessarily anything to worry about 
being the only one he had ever had. 

But when Joshua had a second fit within 
weeks of the family returning home his parents 
took him to Walsall Manor Hospital, where 
doctors began investigating further. After a 
brain scan Mr Smith said doctors told him it 
was likely his son had epilepsy but further tests 
were arranged to confirm the diagnosis. But 


on Saturday, October 22, tragedy struck. The 
teenager had his third fit in the night and the 
following morning his parents found him not 
breathing. 

Mr Smith carried out CPR and managed to 
regain a pulse while paramedics who arrived at 
the home in Foodbrook Lane, Pelsall, managed 
to get Joshua breathing in the ambulance. But 
later the same day the boy passed away at Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Hospital. For Mr Smith it 
is the second time he has endured a devastating 
loss after his former wife Sarah died from skin 
cancer in 2006 aged 27. 


“When I lost my wife I went into a very dark 
place and became very depressed,” he said. “I 
can’t go back there again. 

“Grief brings on an awful lot of different 
emotions, anger and frustration. We have been 
through it all. I am just trying to think of the 
times we had together. It was a freak accident 
and it was his calling, his time. That’s how I 
have to look at it.” 

One thought of consolation will be that Mr 
Smith did manage to fulfil one of his son’s 
wishes which was to take him to see his be¬ 
loved West Bromwich Albion at an away match

“We hope the main work will be 
completed before Christmas with an 
opening ceremony in the spring.”

Care home for couples in £3m scheme

PLANS for a £3 million care home, 
designed to allow elderly couples to 
stay together, could be be built in West 
Bromwich. 

Sandwell Lodge would be created 
next to the Crown and Anchor pub 
on Pennyhill Lane, Stone Cross, and 
would be the first of its kind in the 
Black Country. 

The facility would take in couples 
who might otherwise have been sepa¬ 


rated by having to live in different care 
homes. The building would have space 
for six couples and would also house 
a games room and restaurant for vis¬ 
itors. It would also have a hydropool 
with a hoist, allowing people who have 
disabilities or poor mobility to get into 
the water. 

Lighthouse Developments is behind 
the plans for the centre, which would 
be built on disused land backing on to 


the pub, known locally as the Jinglers. 
The proposals will now be submitted 
to Sandwell Council. 

Mohammed Barkat, from Light¬ 
house Developments, said: “It will be 
a single-storey, purpose-built housing 
six couples. It’s one one of its kind.” 

A total of 18 parking spaces would 
be provided. Artist’s impressions show 
a small, modern-looking facility, com¬ 
plete with a front garden. 


Journey halted 
after train 
'smouldering' 

AROUND 200 people were evacuated 
from a train after ‘smouldering’ was 
detected under the engine in Smeth¬ 
wick. 

Passengers on Saturday’s Arriva 
Trains Wales 5.30am service from 
Aberystwyth to Birmingham were 
rushed off the train at Smethwick 
Rolfe Street shortly after 8am after 
the fire alarm went off and smoke was 
seen coming from near the engine. 

No-one was hurt, and it is believed 
the fire may have been caused by 
leaves. 

Errol Jones, spokesman for Arriva 
Trains Wales, said: “The fire alarm 
went off in the train and the staff im¬ 
mediately initiated safety procedures. 

“The train was stopped at Smeth¬ 
wick Rolfe Street and evacuated im¬ 
mediately. There were about 200 
people on board. It was a four-carriage 
train. Fortunately it happened at the 
station so passengers were able to get 
off onto the platform. 

“The fire service was also called. 
There was smouldering in the vicinity 
of the engine rather than a fire. 

“There were no reported injuries or 
problems with passengers. There ser¬ 
vice was terminated there. 

“Most passengers made their way 
to Smethwick Galton Bridge to con¬ 
tinue their journeys. They were either 
escorted or directed.”

Dismay over start of 
parking fees at valley 


VISITORS have expressed 
their disappointment over 
the new car parking charges 
introduced at Sandwell Valley 
Country Park. 

The award-winning park has 
two working farm visitor centres, 
nature areas, an aerial assault 
course and adventure playground, 
a mountain bike trail, woodland, 
meadows and farmland. 

The West Bromwich park is known 
for its picturesque setting and popu¬ 
larity among visitors but new parking 
charges starting from 40p have left 
visitors angry. 

Prices start at 40p for an hour to £2 
for more than four hours. 

Sandwell Council received waves 
of objections to the decision but high¬ 
ways boss Councillor David Hosell de¬ 
fended the move. 

Mo Khan, of West Bromwich, turned 
up to the park but left immediately 
when he realised that parking was no 
longer free. 

Shocked 

The 44-year-old said: “I go on my 
morning jog for around an hour four 
to five times a week but the new park¬ 
ing charges mean it’ll cost me around 
£5 a week. I can’t afford to pay it so I’ll 
have to find somewhere else to park. 
I’ve used the park for many years so I 
was shocked.” 

The cash-strapped authority said it 
needed to raise more cash to help meet 
the costs of the upkeep of the country 
park and its facilities. Chiefs said the 
authority would otherwise struggle to 
afford the cost of maintaining the site.

The artwork also commemorates 
the Nine Apostles colliery which 
once operated under the site of the 
monument, but ceased to mine in 
1904. The canal was the ‘major 
trunk road’ for the goods from this 
and hundreds of other collieries in 
the area. Rock drillers were used 


in thick seam coal mining, and had 
the dangerous job of drilling the coal 
face by hand, inserting the black 
powder, and then dynamiting the 
coal face. 

The steel installation depicts a 
rock driller on a ladder towering by 
the waterside at six metres. 


Expressions 

Luke said: “What I tried to do 
whilst making the piece is capture 
the real gritty, bone thin and wiry 
physique and facial expressions that 
you often see in photos of the early 
coal miners. 

“It was not a job with a long life 
expectancy and I tried to get this 
harshness of life into the sculpture.” 

The unveiling coincided with an 
open day, managed through the 
Black Country Canal Navigation 
Society.

Affordable homes 11 
scheme completed 


A RESIDENT-led scheme to provide 200 affordable rent¬ 
al homes has been completed in West Bromwich. 

The Lyng Community Association is celebrating after 
the last tenants moved into the redeveloped Lyng estate. 

The ambitious scheme has spanned more than five 
years, following the demolition of run down flats and 
maisonettes on the old Lyng site. 

Work to demolish nearly 1,000 1960s properties on the 
old estate, which had become a hotspot for unemploy¬ 
ment and anti-social behaviour, began back in 1999. 

Locals led the change by setting up the resident-led 
LCA as a registered social landlord to see the project 
through. 

The properties have been used to re-house existing 
tenants looking for bigger homes and to accommodate 
those who were on Sandwell Council’s housing waiting 
list. Tony Nash, general manager of LCA, said: “This is 
a milestone moment for Lyng Community Association. 
We’ve waited around two years for the final 10 proper¬ 
ties to be built and finished, and we are all absolutely 
delighted to see the whole project come to completion.” 


NI5 works 
to cause 
misery for 
motorists 


DRIVERS are facing months of roadworks 
misery on the M5 in the Black Country due to 
a major scheme to strengthen a crumbling 
viaduct. 

The maintenance work on the Oldbury viaduct, 
between Junctions 1 and 2 of the motorway, was 
initially estimated to take five years, but Highways 
England has now said it will take ‘significantly less’ 


time than that. 

However, it still leaves 
motorists facing the pros¬ 
pect of more than a year of 
delays on the stretch be¬ 
tween West Bromwich and 
Oldbury. 

Highways England said 
the work, which is due to 
start in April, was ‘essen¬ 
tial’ and that it was doing 
everything possible to min¬ 
imise disruption. 

Bosses said traffic man¬ 
agement during the works 
was still being finalised. 

Hopeful 

Operating three narrow 
lanes of traffic is one option 
being explored. 

Slip roads could also be 
closed during the works, 
although Highways Eng¬ 
land said it was hopeful that 
would not be the case for the 
entirety of the scheme. 

The work will be focused 
on the 3km-long Oldbury 
Viaduct, which the motor¬ 
way runs over, and will see 
the existing waterproofing 
system, last renewed 30 
years ago, replaced. 

If the work is not done, 
experts fear the viaduct will 
continue to deteriorate. 

A report by the Black 
Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership had suggested

the work could last for five 
years but Highways Eng¬ 
land has distanced itself 
from that timescale esti¬ 
mate. 

It is the latest headache 
facing motorists on the 
Midlands motorways. Road¬ 
works on the M6, between 
Junctions 7 for Great Barr 
and 8 for the M5, have 
caused regular jams. 

Highways England Pro¬ 
ject Manager Alastair 
Warnes said: “We’re looking 
to carry out essential main¬ 
tenance work on the Old¬ 
bury viaduct. This routine, 
but necessary, work will en¬ 
sure people continue to have 
safe and reliable journeys on 
this section of the M5. 

“Details are still being fi¬ 
nalised but it is planned to 
take significantly less than 
the five years stated in the 
LEP report. 

“We’re planning this 
work to ensure it is carried 
out efficiently and with as 
little disruption as possible. 
Not doing this work could 
lead to far worse disruption. 

“More information will be 
announced in due course to 
help road users plan their 
journeys.” 


Widower jailed for 
harassing parents 


A BLACK Country widower has been locked up for mount¬ 
ing a campaign of harassment against his own parents. 

Terrance John Phillips, 40, of Birchcroft, Windmill Lane, 
Smethwick, lost his wife last year. But, since then, police 
have received about 200 calls from the home of his parents, 
Barry and Janet Phillips, in Coplow Street. 

In September, Phillips was banned from intimidating or 
threatening violence against his parents and was forbidden 
to enter Coplow Street, but has since been seen there sev¬ 
eral times, according to Judge Avtar Khangure QC. 

The judge, sitting at Birmingham County Court has is¬ 
sued an anti-social behaviour injunction against Phillips. 
And, on November 1, the judge handed him a 26-week jail 
term for his ‘blatant breach’ of the court order. 

Phillips said he ‘drinks to excess and does not realise 
what he is doing’. Judge Khangure warned Phillips he will 
be locked up for longer if he bothers his parents again.

£600 illegal fishing bill 


A MAN from Wednesbury 
found fishing illegally in the 
River Avon, has been fined 
nearly £ 600 . 

Martyn Exall of Kilvert Road, was 
fined £571 for fishing without a rod li¬ 
cence, and during the closed season at 
Cheltenham Magistrates Court. 

Magistrates heard that on May 
7, an Environment Agency enforce¬ 
ment officer found Mr Exall fishing 


at Stanchards Pit in Tewkesbury, 
Gloucestershire. A valid rod licence is 
required to fish all waters in England. 
He was not able to produce one and 
was reported, along with an offence of 
fishing during the closed season. 

Stuart Gamble of the Environment 
Agency said afterwards: “The major¬ 
ity of anglers fish legally and purchase 
a rod licence. We invest the money 
from rod licences back into fisheries 
improvements, fish stocks and fishing, 


this is essential for the future of the 
sport.” 

Chiefs said that during 2015-16 the 
Environment Agency checked more 
than 62,000 rod licences and prose¬ 
cuted more than 1,900 anglers for rod 
and line offences resulting in fines and 
costs in excess of £500,000.

FOCUS ON OLDBURY 


£100,000 safety scheme 
work starts at blackspot 


A £100,000 scheme aimed at improving safe¬ 
ty at an accident blackspot has got under 
way this week. 

New traffic lights and a pedestrian crossing are 
being installed at the junction of Wolverhampton 
Road and Titford Road in Oldbury. It comes after 24 
people were injured at the junction, five seriously, in 
a spate of incidents over the last five years. 


The work began on Mon¬ 
day and is expected to take 
around three months to 
complete. The scheme also 
includes footpath resur¬ 
facing, new signage and 
changes to the kerbs. 

New paving will also be 
installed to help visually-im¬ 
paired people. Highways 
bosses at Sandwell Council 
have taken action after 15 
reported accidents at the 
busy junction since 2011. 

Pedestrian 

Vehicles pull out from 
Titford Road onto the busy 
dual carriageway, near the 
Birchley Island, which car¬ 
ries a huge volume of traffic. 

The work is likely to lead 
to delays on Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road. Councillor David 
Hosell, cabinet member for 
roads, said: “This is a very 
important scheme to im¬ 
prove safety for everyone 
who uses this road. 

“It’s a nasty junction and 
this work will particularly 
improve pedestrian safety.

We’re hoping there won’t 
be too much disruption 
but there will be lane clo¬ 
sures on Wolverhampton 
Road while we’re making 
the changes. Most of the 
works will be carried out 
under lane closures between 
9.30am to 3.30pm. We’ll be 
stopping the work for three 
weeks over Christmas and 
New Year.” 

A 27-year-old woman 
was left seriously injured 
after she was trapped in her 
Audi when it crashed with a 
Mercedes at the junction in 
September 2014. That came 
a year after another woman 
was hurt in a crash. 

And Oldbury councillor 
Susan Downing said: “It 
can be a hairy junction to 
manoeuvre over the main 
road. The council will only 
do traffic improvements if 
there has been a history of 
accidents, so if this reduces 
accidents I’m all for it.”

Offenders 
help with 
clean-up 

SUPERVISED offenders 
working in community pay¬ 
back teams have cleared 
more than two and a half 
tons of rubbish and debris 
from three overgrown and 
rubbish-strewn sites in 
Oldbury.

‘grot-spot’ sites at Blakeley 
Hall Road, Beeches Road 
and Birmingham Road, 
clearing a wide range of 
rubbish and overgrowth 
after complaints from local 
residents. 

Supervised by the 
Staffordshire and West 
Midlands Community Re¬ 
habilitation Company, the 
offenders worked alongside 
Sandwell Council staff on 
the three schemes as part 
of the ongoing Safer 6 cam¬ 
paign.

A DOG walker is devastated that her regular canalside 
walk has been ruined by persistent fly-tippers.

Good news for town's visitors 


Parking charges at council car parks 
in West Bromwich town centre are set 
to be halved to attract more shoppers 
and support local businesses in time 
for Christmas. 

Short-stay charges in West Bromwich 
will be reduced by half from 1 November 
to bring them in line with the rest of the 
borough. 

Short-stay parking charges in West 
Bromwich will be reduced to: 

• Up to one hour - 80p reduced to 40p 

• Up to two hours - £1.60 reduced to 

80p 

• Up to three hours - £2.40 reduced 
to £1.60 

• Up to four hours - £3.20 reduced to 
£2.40 


From 1 November the cost of an annual 
season ticket across Sandwell will also 
fall in cost by more than a third to £240 
per year. The pass previously cost £390 
per year, a saving of £150. 

Long stay parking - over four hours - 
will be set at £4 a day borough-wide. The 
current rate for long stay parking in West 
Bromwich town centre is £4 per day. 
Other long stay car parks are currently 
£2 per day. 

The new charges will also be frozen 
until 2018. 

Season tickets will also be valid at all 
long stay pay and display council car 
parks across Sandwell. 

Charges will come into force for 
the first time at the public car park in 
West Bromwich Street, Oldbury, on 1 
November. 


Councillor Steve Eling, Leader of 
Sandwell Council, said he hoped the 
reduction in costs would result in more 
people visiting West Bromwich for 
shopping and eating out. 

He said: “This is great news for 
shoppers and businesses in West 
Bromwich and we hope that by reducing 
parking charges in the town, it will give a 
boost to the local economy. 

“As the reduction in charges is in time 
for Christmas, we hope to encourage 
many festive shoppers to visit West 
Bromwich. 

“Our charges remain very low and 
largely meet the cost of providing the 
parking service. 

“The money from charges is re¬ 
invested into running and maintaining 
our car parks.”

Years of travelling there every year when 
our children were growing up always brings 
back happy memories.

I get ribbed at work for mentioning the four let¬ 
ter word GOLF but I just have to say this was a 
lovely course in superb condition.

Of course for the non-golfer there are so 
many other facilities, a swimming pool with slides 
and flumes, tennis, petanque, children’s facilities 
and entertainment and a restaurant and bar over¬ 
looking the pool where we enjoyed live music. 

Class 

Castels sites seem to have that extra touch of 
class. This historic site with its beautiful grounds 
and orangerie which is regularly used for wedding 
is outstanding. Just to walk round the gardens 
is enchanting. We did that on our first afternoon 
there and gatecrashed a wedding with the marquee 
down by the river - a lovely setting. 

The weather was a little mixed at first but soon 
brightened up. The mornings there are often cooler 
so are ideal for sightseeing, relaxing by the pool or 
on the golf course later in the day. 

The site is near so many lovely places to visit. 
Quimper itself - it is possible to walk in from the 


site in about 30 minutes - with its amazing cathe¬ 
dral; Concarneau and BegMeil, a lovely little beach 
resort; and lots of towns with great markets, like 
Benodet and Port L’Abbe, where there are craft 
products on sale, some quite expensive, but there 
are bargains to be had. Also close by is Locronan, 
one of the most beautiful villages in France. 

The locals are very proud of their area. When 
we arrived at the we were greeted in Brittany by 
a young man who handed out a welcome pack in¬ 
cluding area info and some local produce. A lovely 
gesture that made us feel right at home. 

Our journey across from Plymouth to Roscoff 
had already set us up for a relaxing time. The over¬ 
night ferry was superb and the cabin had its own 
TV and en suite so you could arrive refreshed.

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CX-3 challenges in the 
compact crossover sector

With its sights set on challenging the likes of 
popular compact crossovers such as Nissan’s 
Juke and Vauxhall’s Mokka, Mazda’s CX-3 
promises to emulate the successful CX-5 SUV but 
on a smaller scale. 

The CX-3 packs all the firm’s clever ‘Skyactiv’ 
engineering, such as trick engine tech and a focus 
on lightweight yet strong construction, and boasts a 
similarly streamlined profile. 

Mazdas’s not skimping on the kit, either, with 
the CX-3 packing a generous level of standard 
equipment such as an infotainment touchscreen, 

DAB radio, cruise control and alloy wheels along with 
the usual array of airbags and electric windows and 
mirrors. Move up the range and you’ll find sat-nav, 
LED headlights, parking sensors, privacy glass plus 
the choice of front or four-wheel drive and an auto 
gearbox. 

It’s only when parked alongside the larger CX-5 can 
you fully appreciate the complementary design of 
the CX-3. This ‘look’ is something that’s been steadily 
rolled out across the Mazda range, and it’s fair to say 
that it’s a bold one. However, the CX-3 carries off this 
edgy styling package well and it’s only when you get 
up close do realise exactly how compact this, well, 
compact crossover is. More high-rise hatchback than 
full-blown 4x4, the CX-3 doesn’t tower over you in 
the usual cliched SUV manner. 

Opting for a four-wheel drive variant will give you an 
advantage when conditions are less than favourable. 
That said, with compact crossovers often bought to 
replace conventional family hatchbacks, off-roading 
is unlikely to be a priority for many buyers. 

Thankfully the CX-3 offers ample amounts of 
cabin space and, importantly for families, storage 
space. You can fold rear seats to create a larger 
boot, although with the seats up there’s still plenty 
of room and the load lip is pleasingly high. Rear seat 
passengers fare well for head and leg room, too. 

With demand for ‘soft-roader’ models showing no 
sign of slowing down, it would only be right to focus 
on the front-wheel drive CX-3. Likely to be viewed by 
many as a more versatile replacement for an existing 
supermini or compact family hatchback, in front-drive 
guise you’re ditching the car’s intelligent al-wheel 
drive system but hopefully gaining a little more fuel 
economy. In the real world the CX-3 stops and steers 
with more enthusiasm than most rivals, while the 
sporty ride ensures pitch and roll is minimal away 
from the city limits. 

The driving position and slick manual gearshift 
both make driving that bit more enjoyable, while 
the engines strike a good balance of refinement 
and performance. The 1.5-litre diesel might sound 
underwhelming on paper but its 104bhp proves more 
than ample and it sounds very un-diesel-like. 

The more conventional 2.0-litre petrol motor in 
118bhp guise is more sprightly and edges the 
diesel for refinement, although the diesel bests it for 
economy and emissions by some margin and is the 
more relaxing car to drive. 

Despite the CX-3’s cabin boasting a premium 
car-like ambience and high quality materials, the 
asking prices remain largely at sensible levels. 
Mazda’s generosity when it comes to kit - even the 
entry-level car includes a swish infotainment system 
and colour touchscreen - makes some genuinely 
premium alternatives look overpriced. The firm’s also 
been smart on the engineering front, with its engines 
recording wallet-friendly economy and emissions. 

The firm’s latest design language has ensured 
the various cars - CX-3 included - are now more 
distinctive, which should attract buyers seeking to 
stand out from the mini SUV crowd. 

Keen drivers haven’t been forgotten as the CX-3 is 
also a rewarding car to drive, something else that’s 
rare in this market sector.

The often overlooked Suzuki S-Cross was among 
the early players in the now burgeoning compact 
crossover sector. 

In spite of competitive pricing and a high degree of 
competence, what it perhaps lacked was the chunky 
looks demanded by those who have sent SUV sales 
soaring by 27 per cent this year. The car was too car¬ 
like for that. 

But that’s all changed, with a heavily revamped 
model which offers more room, a range of new hi- 
tech and efficient engines and importantly perhaps 
- if first impressions do count - the stronger, bolder 
looks of a full-blown SUV. 

The S-Cross now comes with two small and 
economical (but still punchy) turbocharged petrol 
engines: a 1.0 litre version from the new Baleno 
and the 1.4 from the acclaimed new Vitara S. The 
revamped 1.6 turbo diesel is more familiar, but now 
offers lower fuel consumption and C02 emissions. 

Unlike many of its rivals, all versions are available 
with Suzuki’s proven ALLGRIP four wheel drive on 
demand system. 

Prices range from £14,999 for a two-wheel drive 
with the 1.0 Boosterjet engine, rising to £24,349 
flagship model with 1.6 turbo diesel and four wheel 
drive. A six-speed twin clutch auto is an option with 
both petrol engines. 

The new S-Cross is much more distinctively styled, 
with a bolder new grille, clam sheel bonnet, broader 
‘shoulders’ and new LED lights. It also has greater 
ground clearance. 

Inside, it has been upgraded with some softer, 
more expensive-looking materials and a lot of 
new technology, including the central information/ 
control screen. The cabin has plenty of room for five 
adults. Leg and headroom in the back is particularly 
generous for this class, with a roomy 430 litre boot 
(875 litres with the rear seatbacks folded down). The 
seating position is high, one of the attractions of an 
SUV. It means easier access, and great visibility. 

A major attraction is that you can have a smooth, 
comfortable car with 4x4 capability that is still 
economical to run and environmentally friendly. 

That’s thanks to the combination of new engines 
and Suzuki’s ALLGRIP 4x4 system, both geared to 
efficiency and fuel saving. 

Impressed 

I must admit that, although I was mightily impressed 
by the 1.0 Boosterjet engine in the Baleno I did 
wonder how such a small, three cylinder engine 
would cope with a heavier 4x4. The answer is 
perfectly, confirming my high opinion of it in the 
Baleno. The figures are some illustration: 0 to 62mph 
in 11 seconds, an official 56.4mpg average and a low 
113g/km of C02, but that’s only part of the story. 

The small, turbocharged petrol engine is becoming 
increasingly popular with manufacturers and drivers. 
It has the economy advantage of a small engine 
under light throttle, but put your foot down and you 
have the added oomph from the blower. 

The Boosterjet produces HObhp and 170Nm of 
torque. Compare that to a current, normally aspirated 
1.0 litre engine from a major manufacturer - 60bhp 
and 95Nm. 

The torque figure is, if anything, more important 
than bhp. It mean the Boosterjet, and consequently 
the S-Cross, is responsive and flexible from low revs 
and it drives particularly smoothly and quietly without 
the noise and need for constant gearchanges we 
experience in a more traditional engine. 

The 1.4 Boosterjet, of course, has more of 
everything. MOPS, 220Nm, a 0 to 62mph sprint time 
of 10.2 seconds and yet still manages better than 
50mpg economy and C02 emissions of 127g/km. It 
is both more powerful and more economical than the 
old 1.6 petrol engine it replaces. 

The 1.6 turbo diesel version of the S-Cross, with a 
special business-user specification, the SZ-T. With 
120bhp and 320NM of torque can average almost 
69mpg and the lowest C02 rating of the range - 
106g/km - making it one of the most tax-efficient 
SUVs around. 

All models come with seven airbags and an 
electronic stability system, and have a five star 
EuroNCAP safety rating. 

All models, get alloy wheels, air con, cruise control, 
stereo radio/CD player and Bluetooth connectivity, 
electric windows, electrically heated and adjustable 
door mirrors, hill hold control, automatic engine stop/ 
start and multi-function information display.
